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Election Law Cbucet. 

Secretary of State Dickinson has issued 
the chronological index of duties relate 
ing 'to the election on November 6 th 
giving the changes under the new laws 
by the last Legislature. August rst the 
terms of office of all members of the 
County Boards of Election commissioned 
this year will begin. Under the law the 
County Boards of Election are required 
to meet for organization during the first 
ten days in August. August nth and 
15 th. inclusive, the chairman of the 
county committee of each of the two 
largest political parties must nominate 
members for the election boards in each 
election district in the county, appoint* 
ments to |be made before ^August 25 th. 
The terms of office of the members of the 
local election boards will begin Septem¬ 
ber JSt. 

Tuesday, September 4 th, the election 
boards in election districts outside of 
cities having a population of 30 , 000 , 
must hold their first meeting, and then 
shall proceed to make a house to-house 
canvass, completing it before Friday, 
September 7 th. Tuesday, September 
nth the election boards in districts out¬ 
side of cities having 30.000 population, 
must hold their second meeting between 
1 and 9 o'clock P. M. for transcribing 
and making up from its canvassing books 
two lists of all persons entitled to vote in 
the respective districts. Voters must 
register personally, or the board must be 
shown by the affidavit of some voter in 
the district that an applicant for registra¬ 
tion is legally entitled to vote therein. 
Tuesday, September 25 th, the election 
boards in all election districts in citiea 
having 30,000 population, must hold 
their first meeting for the registration of 
voters. 

On this same day between 1 and 9 
o'clock P. M. the primary election will 
be held in every election district in the 
State. An important change was made 
in the primary election law by the last 
Legislature, under which the basis of 
representation at the political conven¬ 
tions will this year be election districts 
instead of wards, or boroughs without 
wards. Under the new law each election 
district will be entitled to at least one 
delegate at each party convention. The
